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EARTHQUAKE SHAKES T 


ONE THOUSAND LIVES LOST 
PROPERTY DAMAGE HEAVY 


In Palestine and Trans-Jor­ 
danie—More Than Twenty 
Towns Affected, Beershe 
ha, Gaza and Acre Es­ 
caped Injury—The Famous 
Mosque of Omar Which 
Stands On the Site of Sol- 
oman’s Temple In Jerusa­ 
lem Was Damag ed, 


According to latest Cairo dispatch­ 
es, Britian m ilitary aviators

jordan ia. 
The Daily Mail of London cites the 
reports of one aviator saying that 7 2 
were killed a t

houses and the Fritish air force de­ 
pot a t Amman were destroyed.

The Daily Mail repo rts that at J er­

way ho me fro m Mecca. 
Precise o fficial details are still lack 
ing and the estimate o f 1000 dead is 
partly co njectural. 
A dispatch to the Daily Ex press 
fro m Cairo say s that autho rities o n 
antiquities 
are serio usly 
co ncerned 
o v er the fate o f many o f Egy pt’s re­ 
no wned mo numents in the ev ent o f 
further 
sho cks. 
There 
hav e been 
sev eral quakes v ary ing in intensity 
in the past two y ears, including two 
in the last 10 day s and the center o f 
the sho cks gro ws nearer each time. 
The center of Tuesday ’s quake was 
estimated at less than 3 00 miles dis­ 
tant.

the 
quake 
caused 
a num ber of cracks * in the 
temple at Karr.ak, and had the cen­ 
ter of the shock been 150 miles dis­ 
tant, instead of 300 miles, irreparable 
damag e would have been done. 
An eye witness who reached Cairo 
estim ates the loss of life a t 300. The 
record of actual known dead already 
ex ceeds 200 with 400 or more injured 
and there is much distress and suffer­ 
ing .

The fu nction of a spark plug 
i> 
Imply b* introdu ce into the co mbus­ 
tio n chan her of the cylinder two wires 
with

gap 
betveen 
them, 
acro ss 
which gsip an electrical spark 
ju mps. 
This spark ignites the gas mix ture in 
ibe cylinder to furnish 
the driving 
po wer o f the cur. 
If the current de­ 
livered to the spark plug do es no t 
have high eno ugh vo ltage, o f co urse 
no spark will jump acro ss the gap of 
the two wires, and the mix ture will 
no t be igmiited.

Tapioca is known as a mild and 
delicate food but in its native state It 
contains a poison so deadly as to kill 
within a few mintif< s the person who 
should eat the root of the bitter cas­ 
sava, from which tapioca Is made, The 
poison found in the juice of the root, 
says a writer in St. Nicholas .Maga­ 
zine, Is called hydrocyanic acid and 
its flavor and odor Is familiar to those 
who have eaten a bitter almond or the 
kernel of a peach-plt, since both of 
these contain it in small quantities. 
This dangerous acid is easily driven 
away by heat, 
Tile cassava plant, or 
manioc, as it also is called, is a na­ 
tive of South America and furnishes a 
staple food for the Indians there. 
There are two varieties, the bitter and 
the sweet. 
The latter Ik not poison­ 
ous and can be eaten raw or used as a 
fresh vegetable. 
Rut it is the hitter 
cassava that is more valuable, for It 
is from this one that tapioca is made 
from the starchy part of the roots.
